and digging a fire guard ditch. It 
will be followed ‘by other equip- 
ment that is en route. 

F. E. Clapp of Davenport, Iowa, 
A McWilliams Company operator, 
came to Moore Haven two weeks 
ago and recejved the Bucyrus 
dragline, the first machine, on its | 
arrival there, and he assembled a; 
crew which built five large mats 
and overhauled the machine and 
walked it the two and a half miles 
from the railroad to.the lake front.
